Washington journal continues our guest joining us at our c-span table William bloom he is the author of this 
book rogue states a guide to the world's only superpower the book and our guests both in the news as of late 
due to a statement from Osama bin Laden you may remember that it was in the latest tape that was released 
at the nod and said that and | quote here and if Bush decides to carry on with his lies and oppression then it 
would be useful you do for useful for you to read the book rogue state which states in its introduction if | were 
president | would stop the attacks on the United States first | would give an apology to all the widows and 
orphans and those who were tortured they would | would announce that American interference in the nations 
of the world has ended once and for all mr. bloom what's it been like for you over the last few weeks very 
very hectic | haven't slept a good night yet in the past ten days but I'm enjoying it tell us a little bit about the 
reaction you have received because of Osama bin Laden's mention of you and your work well I've gotten 
about a thousand emails many of which are hostile and a few even threatening but I've also gotten plenty of 
supports even some old friends | hadn't seen in many years have contacted me and I've been on a media 
world one which is very new to me | was on TV for the first time in my life | think it was I'm looking forward to 
going back to my normal daily routine actually Y hasta la wife threatening emails and words oh because they 
think I'm giving aid and comfort to the enemy that's one of the main arguments and they that they're very 
upset by that but | my answer | give you my answer which I give to them if you want to hear that go ahead 
my answer is on the one hand | 
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go ahead my answer is on the one hand | have nothing about intense dislike for religious fundamentalism 
and the kinds of society spawned by such fundamentalism like the Taliban and have understand so that 
should be clear | have total distaste for that on the other hand I'm a member of a movement which is 
committed which has the envy high ambition of slowing down if not stopping the American Empire and and 
hoping to cease its continuation of very harmful actions all over the world like the the bombings and the 
interventions and the overthrowing governments and torture and so on it's been going on for a long a long 
time and we're committed to slowing that down and and to do that we have to reach the American public and 
to reach the American public we have to have access to the mass media which we normally don't | mean | 
certainly don't and so because of what happened | | have had much more access to to the mass media than 
ever imagined | would so for that reason I'm glad that it happened did you attempt to distance yourself once 
the Laden's statements came out about your book and your work | from from the first moment I've kept a 
distance from him and his his philosophy in his politics but | have not said that I'm sorry that had happened 
the reason | just gave I'm not sorry so because because it assists you in your cause yes exactly for those 


who are not familiar with the work could you give us an abscess of rogue state the first version of that book 
came out in the year 2000 following the American bombing of Yugoslavia in 1999 which we were told by the 
government was an act of humanitarianism and | was inspired thusly to sit down and write this book which is 
in effect a mini encyclopedia of the many kinds of unhu' manatorian policies 
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many kinds of unhu' manatorian policies of u.s. foreign policy and it's it's a catalog of all those things those 
chapters are torture and interventions and overthrowing governments and the use of chemical and biological 
weapons and interference in elections all the less than nice things our government has done over the past 60 
years in this foreign policy the quote that Osama bin Laden used specifically when we reference your work 
that doesn't come from this book oh it doesn't if it comes from | | forgotten at first about this it comes from the 
the edition published in the UK this kick came out in the first version came out in 2000 in the States but in 
2002 a English version came out in in the UK and that version is what was became the Arabic edition of the 
book and | assumed it was the Arabic edition of that version which was read by bin Laden and so he was 
right it's in that version your publisher is reacting to this how he with great sorrow that he doesn't have 
enough copies on hand he had we're sold that completely we had only a small amount anyhow he were sold 
out and it'll be a few weeks I'll be funny any copies are available so | asked anyone who wants a white copy 
to please have patience it'll be the end of February before copies are available again what do you want to do 
politically with the experiences that you're getting now and what what happens next well I'm just glad that it's 
happening now and I'll be dealing with with the media and with the emails for some time yet | guess we have 
calls for you again if you want to talk to our guests the numbers will be on your screen as you put them up 
and you can also email us journal at c-span org your first call comes from Detroit Michigan caller go ahead hi

Blum yes okay | seem to get the impression that you are somewhat naive in terms of foreign policy it we are 
in competition in the global need for you know resources and we have you know we've had the Russians you 
know in the 
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we've had the Russians you know in the same feel in the same geopolitical states that that we've been trying 
to attain control and I'm just wonder how you perceive you know the competition for natural resources in 
terms of your your your thinking and and and how whether or not we should be conducting our foreign policy 
unilaterally without any regard to what other people are trying to do to get these resources and | believe 
you're very altruistic and | can appreciate that but I'm just | just don't understand how the United States 
secures oil resources and other natural resources that we need before we invaded Iraq we had no problem 
in getting oil every country in the Middle East was selling us oil we there wasn't there was no barrier to us 
buying oil we didn't have to invade them for that kind of resource so I'm not sure about what you're speaking 
of and I'm you're speaking of a point of view of which I'm not dealing with any hair at the moment I'm 
approaching a foreign policy from a rather moral point of view you call that naive if you want but I'm just 
appalled at the harm and suffering that our foreign policy has caused for the past 60 years and that's where 
I'm coming from Knoxville Telos call good morning mr. Bloem can you can you tell us why we bombed Iraq 
instead of Saudi Arabia and assume that that was where most of them hijackers supposedly come from well 
that shows that our invasion our bombing an invasion of Iraq had no kind at all to 911 and and it certainly had 
no connection to freedom or democracy because Saudi Arabia is not exactly a free society so that the points 
are two 
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free society so that the points are two of the flaws and the arguments put forth by the white house again here
